in early 1978, then a contract witn RCA,prevoij.us to which Laurie Driver (drummer) left 
under somewhat acrimonius circumstances.An awful second LP (Caatof Thousands) followed, 
and the band dissolved soon after.But less of the crap from me.Let's see what gaye Advert 
has to say to all you imbeciles out tnere....
